to me that they all speak In generous 
language of appreciation toward my- 
self, but also with an extremely broad- 
minded apprehension of what my real 
position is, and of what my real feel- 
ings are. 


"The fact Is that America has been 


enriched by having the aspirations "of 
some of the finest races in the world 
brought to -her shores. I don't know 
whether we ought to rejoice that oth- 
er countries are in the same degree 
impoverished, but for myself, as an 
American along with yourselves, I 
rejoice most heartily, In the circum- 
stances, that men of every European 
blood have brought to this country 
their highest 
aspirations, 
because 


they-can't 
_ bring these aspirations 


without -adding tQ the .aspirations of 
Uie^conhtFy-and making the- COtnrtry 
greater and freer than it would be 
without-them.. -For myself I ha ye" nev- 
er -felt the slightest jealously of the 
right kind "of immigration. 
By the 


right kind of immigration I mean the 
voluntary kind. When men of their 
own initiative come with a prelim- 
inary love for or desire for America, 
to establish homes for themselves 
here and to identify themselves with 
the country, the result cannot be 
anything but good for the countrv it- 
self."

FALLS DYING 


AT REUNION 


Venerable Soldier Was Making a* 


Address to- Comrades of Half 


Century Ago When He 


Was Stricken. 


Milwaukee, Sept 6.—While recall- 


Ins the deeds of the Twenty-fourth 
Wisconsin volunteers in the Atlanta 
campaign. Lieut- Gen. Arthur Mac- 
Arthur. U. S. A., retired, fell dead, 
following an apoplectic stroke, at the 
last 'reunion of the regiment, known 
as the Chamber of Commerce Regi- 
ment, in the University building last 
night. 


Within a few minutes after the ven- 


erable general fell to the speaker's 
platform in the midst of his address. 
Edwin B. Parsons, a captain, and 
member of the regiment, suffered a 
paralytic stroke on the right side 
from the shock of seeing his comrade 
fall, and had to be carried from the 
hall. 


The old soldiers turned away, with 


tear-dimmed eyes, then, one by one 
they knelt by the side of their strick- 
en commander. 


"Our Father, who art in Heaven," 


began one of the veterans, and the 
others joined him ia repeating the 
Lord's prayer. 


At the conclusion of the prayer, as 


the soldiers arose, one of them took 
from the wall an American flag and 
spread it over the dead general. Then 
silently the old soldiers left the hall. 


Tlve general started his address by 


telling his listeners that it was ex- 
actly 50 years ago when he and his 
comrades had left Milwaukee on their 
journey to the front. This was to be 
the last reunion.

This City May Be Under Entirely Different Form of 


Government From Adjoining Municipalities—Pos- 


sible Effect of I. and R., Mechanic's Lien 


and Other Amendments Discussed. 


""'I can't think that the people . of 


Ohio fully realized what they were 
doing when they placed their stamp 
of approval on most of the amend- 
ments submitted at Tuesday's elec- 
tion," said a Newark lawyer in talk- 
ing of the effect of the amendments 
locally and over the state, 


"No. lawyer ^rould venture to say 


what chaos will • result from the 
amendments.; No one understanding 
the full purport of .tKe.lnew? consti- 
tution. will deny that the" next few 
years will see ririich confusion in leg- 
islative; and judicial matters.

"Under the new constitution rad- 


ical changes may be made In the 
method of governing cities, in the 
court procedure and In the passing 
of laws governing the state at large. 


"With the home rule amendment 


adopted, the form of government 
of each municipality may be entire- 
ly different. 
Newark may have the 


commission 
form 
of 
government 


while Zanesville might be operated 
under a municipal code formed by 
the state legislature. 


"A lawyer practicing in Newark-, 


are retained by a Zanesville man, 
might have to spend weeks familiar- 
izing himself -with the statutes of 
Zanesville before h'e could intelli- 
gently conduct ,a case in the Hus- 
kingum county courts. 


"This same law giving the munici- 


palities the right to own public util- 
ities, clashes 
with

and municipal bonds taxable. At the 
some time, the earnings of these 
public utilities cannot be used to 
pay off the bonds issued for the pur- 
pose of purchasing

property. 


This bonded indebtedness must be 
charged against the municipality's 
tax revenue.

A lib- 
eral interpretation of this measure 
is that the builder may be liable to 
twice the cost of his house.

The results of different treatments 


of boss came to my notice last spring, 
when a neighbor sold two average pigs 
sight weeks old to a niaa "who did not 
save any other hogs, says a \Tesc Vir- 
ginia correspondent of the American 
Agriculturist He bought the two hogs 
to make pork the next fall and, of 
course, wanted \o give them a good 
chance to do their best They were fed 
wheat middlings, milk and. scraps from 
the table, in addition to the pasture 
they gathered. 
They were grade 


Chester "VThites. farrowed in ApriL 
These two pigs dressed between 150 
and 175 pounds each when about seven 
months old. 


The pigs that nad not been sold and 


out of the same litter were allowed to 
run on pasture, aad when corn was 
ready to feed they were fed enough 
corn to pat them hi pork condition, 
but when slaughtered at about the 
same time as the other two they only 
weighed sixty-five to seventy pounds 
each. There was a difference of nearly 
100 ponnds between these weil fed 
hogs and their mates not so fed, and 
it was wholly due to different treat-' 
ments. It is easy to see which tras the 
more economical pork producer—the 
well eared for hog or the one which 
got enough feed to barely live until 
fattening time- Tfee difference in value 
was almost S10, as pork sold at 10 
cents a pound here last falL The two 
well cared for hogs Sid not eat near 
$10 worth of feed from the time they 
were separated from their mates until 
they Tvere slaughtered.

greater part caused by the blister 
canker fungus. 


The fungus, being a wound parasite. 


!s difficult to control when once it has 
taken hold of a tree, and except in 
cases of slight attack th«J tree ulti 
inately will succumb to this disease. 


To prevent infection from the blister 


canker fungus it is necessary to pre- 
vent tbe drying of the tissues, which 
is done by covering the wound with a 
suitable dressing. 


Prevention of infection and orchard 


sanitation, as by removal and destruc- 
tion of diseased parts, appear to be the 
only methods of control.

Di»ts For Calves. 


Hay tea is recommended for calf 


rearing. Pour boiling water over good 
hay and let it brew, then strain off. 
Begin with three parts milk and one 
part hay tea and gradually work on 
to one part milk and three parts bay 
tea. Abont three qnarts are sufficient 
at first nnd feed in a lukewarm state. 
There are innumerable calf rearing 
diets. Skimmilk and a little wheaten 
flour are siven in some districts. Equal 
parts of milk and sweet whey are fa- 
vored, while tbe use of oatmeal cruel 
Is recommended by some. Of all home- 
made calf meals boiled linseed and 
sweet miJk are probably the most fa- 
vored-—American Cultivator.

alien can secure a license, and a 
license shall not be issued to any 
one interested in the liquor business 
conducted at any other place, as for 
instance in a brewery or distillery. 


It will reduce the number of sa- 


loons in Xewark to 50 or 60 where 
now there are 90 or more. The city 
is also "given the right to further re- 
duce the number of saloons if it 
sees fit 
The amendment further 


provides that more strict regulatory 
laws may be passed or that all may 
be repealed or modified. 


"It will be interesting to note the 


results of the operation of many of 
the amendments. 
No one knows 


just what complications will arise. 
The future alone will 
determine 


this." 
Among the other changes which 


Ohio voters decided to make in the 
state's fundamental laws the amend- 
ment to provide each county with a 
resident common pleas judge Is one 
of the new features In government 
especiallly Interesting Licking coun- 
ty. 


Under the new constitution the 


resident judge is to serve six years 
and is to be elected- in November, 
1914. 


When 10 per cent of the county's 


voters petition to combine the pro- 
bate court with common pleas court 
the question of combining shall be 
decided at an election. 


The adoption of the amendment to 


abolish justices of the peace does not 
affect Licking county. 


This law applies only to the lar- 


gest cities where municipal courts, 
other than mayor's courts have been 
or may be established. 


The jury system. In civil cases is 


left open to such a change that nine 
men instead of twelve may return a 
verdict. 


The amendment authorizing each 


school district to organize its own 
board, applies to only city districts, 
and in no way affects any county 
district. 


Amendment 32 to tax state and 


municipal bonds, inheritances, in- 
comes, franchises, production of oil, 
gas, coal and other minerals, also 
provides that no tax can be worked 
out on roads. 


The taxation proposal will restore 


state and local bonds to taxation and 
will make possible the taxing of in- 
comes, inheritances and franchises. 
It will raise the personal property' 
exemption to $500. 


The primary elections amendment 


does away with future political con- 
ventions in Ohio except in small vil- 
lage or township districts. Under It 
all elected .officials from the gov- 
ernor of the state down hereafter 
will be nominated at state-wiae pri- 
maries; furthermore the people will 
always vote their preference on Uni- 
ted States senators. 


The civil service proposal, is re- 


garded as equal in importance to 
any proposal submitted. 
It makes 


compulsory the civil service system 
in all public appointive 
offices in 


Ohio, from state office holders down 
to the municipal. Such officials It 
will make appointive hereafter only 
by 
competitive examination and 


their positions it will make perma- 
nent daring good behavior. 


The 
most 
severely 
defeated 


amendment is that relating to wo- 
man's suffrage. 
Used as an argu- 


ment the returns Indicate the futil- 
ity of submitting the question again 
through the initiative and referen- 
dum. 
It would require a 10 per cent 


petition to have the question re-sub- 
mitted and the vote 
upon it will 


have to be at 
a general 
election 


when the majority against It will 
n all probability be much greater 
than at Tuesday's election.
